THE KU-KLUX PLAN OF CAMPAIGN.

Nsw Orveans, La., Sept. 9.—A gentleman 
who has been traveling in North Louisiana will 
publish in to-morrow morning's Republican a 
statement in relation to the troubles in that 
section as they came under his observation. He 
states that the general tenor of conversation 
was to the effect that fewer colored and more 
white Republicans were to be killed or run off.

THE MINNESOTA DANDITS.

Northfield bank-robbers is in a region distant 
from telegraph lines, so that the latest advices 
are of this morning, When they were reported 
surrounded ina marshy woods near German 
Lake, in Elysian, southeast town of LeSueur 
County. All day yesterday they rode, with 
many turns, in Waterville and Elysian, adjoin- 
ing towuships, closely followed by 50-odd 
mounted and wellarmed men, led by Officer 
Brissett, of St. Paul, and Mayor Baxter, ant 
Faribault. They traveled most of the time 
in the timber, several times coming to the roads 
and fords and streams, only to be turned back 
by parties waiting forthem. During the day 
they were several times fired upon, and two of 
the gang are known to be severely wounded, 
while a third rides as if partly disabled. During 
yesterday they seized two plow-horses from a 
farmer’s boy, leaving him their disabled horses. 
One of the wounded rode double, being carried 
by a comrade. 

The country in every direction around them is 
fully informed of their movements, and, as fast 
as horses and firearms can be procured, different 
villages are sending out parties to join the 
chase. A large party from Northfield started 
this afternoon. Chief of Police King, of this 
city, leads a strong party, which is believed to 
be near the wood where the robbers are 
said to be surroynded. Other parties 
are coming in from the south and 
west, covering the woods, fields, and 
roads as they advanced 

Four of the robbers, as mentioned before, 
purchased horses and outfits in Red Wing. 
Two others purchased horses, saddles; and 
bowie-knives in St. Paul. The remaining two 
outfitted at St. Peter. 

The smaller one killed at Northfield has been 
recognized as one of the two who outfitted 
here; also as having visited a gambling-saloon 
here last Tuesday night, where he was 
recognized as having been in this city 
seven or eight years ago, when he was 
known among gamblers as an adroit trickster 
at cards, and an occasional shover of the queer. 
The larger one bears a bullet-scar under the left 
arm, by which parties residing at Minneapolis 
and Cannon Falls expected to identify Bill 
Yates, formerly of Minneapolis, a desperate 
rough, latterly snpposed to be in Texas. Re- 
cently he wrote to his sister in Cannon Falls 
from Missouri that he had paying employment, 
and would send her money if she 
needed it, and would soon come to 
see her. Her husband, after seeing the body, 
acknowledged the bullet-scar was the same, but 
refused to decide whether it was his relative or 
not.

' POLITICAL PERSONALITIES. 

The Democratic papers, and those profess- 
edly neutral sheets which favor the Demo- 
| cratic party, have been seized with a fit of 
without any premonitory symptoms, and it 
is not certain how long it will last.

They 
had suppoged that the election campaign 
was to be conducted as between gen- 
tlemen, and that politeness of speech and 
suavity of intercourse would characterize 
both parties. To insure this, the Democrats 
sifted their entire party to obtam “ truly 
good men and noted “ reformers” as can- 
didates; meaning thereby to rival the re- 
spectability of the Republican ticket, and to 
take away all temptation for mutual vilifica- 
tion. They expected only a collision ef 
principles, and are greatly disappointed to 
see the columns of Republican papers filled 
with the severest personalities, and those, 
too, against Mr. Ino, a man of such

Then no personal issue can be raised. But if 
the voter must drop in the ballot-box a paper 
with the name of a person upon it, he must in- 
quire who and what that person is. Then it 
becomes appropriate and necessary to ask re- 
specting him: What claim has he upon 
our confidence that we should aid in placing 
him in a responsible position as a ruler? 
What are his political views, and what is his 
personal character? What has his past life 
been? How has he acted, when put to the 
test? In what manner has he served his 
country hefetofore?” Every self-respecting 
voter will ask these “ personal” questions, 
and the newspapers, properly anticipating 
such inquiries, will furnish the personal 
answers which the facts dictate. If they 
adhere to the facts, and coin no slanders, 
they are not to be blamed for making per- 
sonal assaults, if the published facts bear 
severely against particular candidates. Every 
candidate submits himself to this investigat- 
ing process when he consents to run for 
office. 

This is especially true in connection with 
the present political campaign, in which the 
persons are as important as the principles. 
Probably the public is looking even more to 
the candidates than to the platforms. Both 
of the platforms promise civil-service reform 
and a return to specie-payments, after a 
fashion. It is easy to make general promises. 
The vital thing is, Who makes the promise 
and who is to fulfill 11? The Republicans 
point toHaresand Wuzzize; the Democrats 
to Trum and Hm, as the indorsers of 
the respective platforms. We are willing 
that the men should be compared, and should 
be taken or rejected, as their personal merits 
may decide. We expect the Democrats to 
exhibit, if they can, the personal unfitness of 
our candidates, and we know that we have 
the means of demonstrating the personal 
unfitness of theirs. If we can do this, we 
fairly make out our case before an intelligent 
people. 

The truth seems to be that Democratic 
sensitiveness as to political personalities, of 
such sudden growth, is the offspring of fear 
as to the results of the investigation now in 
progress as to the two persons whom they 
have dared to present as candidates for the 
two highest offices in the gift of the people. 
The case begins to look not only serious but 
alarming.

THE WHISKY PROSECUTIONS. 

Within the last ten days, the distillers and 
rectifiers of Chicago who composed what has 
been popularly styled as the “first batch,” 
being those whose establishments were seized 
in May, 1875, were brought before the United 
States District Court, and were discharged. 
The mystery which has hung over these cases 
has been at last cleared up. The second 
division of the accused parties, arrested 
nearly a year later, have been tried, several 
of them convicted, and arein prison. That 
some arrangement had bees made between 
the Government and the first batch was as- 
sumed, but what that arrangement was has 
never been made public. One of the first 
acts of Mr. Sronns upon his appointment as 
assistant to the United States Attorney was 
to have these cases called, and thus com- 
pel the formal and public pleading of the 
agreement in which full immunity from all 


| criminal proceedings was guaranteed to them 


by the Government. That agreement has 
been published, and the public have had an 
opportunity to judge of its character. The 
theory of the Government's representa- 
tives has been that these men furnished the 
evidence upon which the subsequent arrests 
were made. It may not, perhaps, be just to 
criticlke this agreement at this time, be- 
cause when made the Government attorneys 
could not judge of the future as it is now 
judged in the light of full experience; but 
the fact is none the less obvious that, esti- 
mating crime by its magnitude in gach case, 
the larger fish were allowed to escape, ex- 
pecting better in the second haul, which, 
however, resulted in a catch of comparative 
minnows. But the agreement was made,

Rum of the money collected by him as chief 
manager of the Ring. In the trial of the 
Monn case, Rum testified that he had been 
paid by the distillers, or collécted from them, 
some $100,000, all of which he said he had 
expended for political purposes. But the 
men from whom he collected this money tell 
quite a different story; the sums stated by 
them to have been paid to Run aggregate 
over $450,000. It is claimed that, taking his 
own testimony as wéll as that of others as 
to the services rendered by him, his case falls 
under the following section of the Revised 
Statutes ; 

Whenever any person removes or aids or abets in 
the removal of any distilled spirits on which the 
tax has not been paid, te a place other than the 
distillery warehouse provided by law, or conceals 
or aids in the concealment of any spirits so remov- 
ed, he shall be liable toa penalty double the tax 
imposed on such distilled spirits so removed or 
concealed, and shall be fined not less than $200 nor 
more than $5,000, and imprisoned not less than 
three months nor more than three years. 

It is pot denied tliat Rum aided and abet- 
ted these men in all their operations, and it 
is claimed they paid him an equivalent of so 
many dollars per barrel of crooked whisky 
they could get upon the market free of tax. 
As the penalty recoverable by civil suit is 
double the amount of the tax withheld, the 
aggregate sum of Ruins liability will far 
exceed even the most liberal estimate of the 
money collected. by him of the manufac- 
turers. This penalty, to be enforced by 
civil suit, is independent of and in addition 
to the criminal proceedings. The promise 
of immunity or partial immunity in the 
criminal proceeding against Rn was suc- 
cessfully pleaded in mitigation of punish- 
ment in the criminal case. It did not then 
appear that the immunity extended to the 
Chief of the Ring included an exemption 
from civil suits; but, if such exemption was 
promised, the fact will unquestionably ap- 
pear when the civil suit shall be heard and 
tried. |

CHICAGO WHOLESALE TRADE. 

It is significant that the New York Times 
recently gave prominence to a letter from 
this city setting forth the reasons for believ- 
ing that Chicago is to be the great jobbing 
centre of this country, and that a very large 
bulk of the wholesale business of New York 
will be transferred to this point. The sug- 
gestion of the letter was the location of a 
wholesale house in Chicago by the New York 
firm of A. T. Stzewant & Co., and the fact 
that the views advanced were printed with- 
out comment from the New York interest 
seems to indicate an admission of the facts 
as not to be disputed. If there were no 
other sign of Chicago’s commercial destiny 
than the circumstance that its business has 
gone on increasing steadily ever since the 
panic, while that of nearly every other city 
in the United States has been on the decline, 
this alone would be sufficient to warrant the 
conclusion that Chicago will take the lead as 
a commercial centre. Tux Trisonz’s last 
annual review showed the volume of 
business done in Chicago in 1875 to 
be $657,000,000, as against $639,000,000 
in 1874,—an increase of $18,000,000, 
notwithstanding the produce trade of 
the year had fallen off nearly 7 per cent. 
The increase in the wholesale trade and 
manufactures was 7 per cent over the pre- 
vious year, which, allowing for the shrinkage 
in values, really amounted to an increase of 
20 per cent in the volume of business done. 
The increase in the bulk of the dry-goods 
trade was estimated at fully 25 per cent. 
This year some decline was epprehended by 


the merchants, partly on account of the con- | 


tinued hard times and shrinkage in prices, 
and partly because it was thought the Cen- 
tennial Exposition, likely to attract many 
visitors, might be the occasion of temporarily 
transferring a part of the Western purchases 
to Eastern cities. The result has proved 
both apprehensions to be unfounded. It is 
almost the universal testimony of the whole- 
sale merchants that the business of the first 
half of the present year has been larger than 
that of the corresponding term in 1875, 
and the indications are that the fall trade 
will this year show a proportionate in- 
crease. However large the number of 


now and the close of the Exposition, it has 
already been demonstrated that the advan- 
tages which Chicago possesses for the jobbing 
trade are so decided that an accidental visit 
to Eastern cities for pleasure or sight-seeing 
offers no inducement to country merchants 
to buy their goods there in preference to 
Chicago. These advantages may be briefly 
summed up in the central location of Chi- 
cago, its vast railroad connections, the en- 
terprise of its merchants, the adoption of 
the system of short credits, and the growth 
of adirect importation of foreign manufac- 
tures which makes a saving of from 1} te 2 
per cent on freights. The territory which 
Chicago naturally supplies is the richest, 
and the sections naturally tribu‘ary to Chi- 
cago the most prosperous, in the country. 
The agricultural interests of the. West, North- 
west and Southwest that look to Chicago as 
their metropolis, have been -leas affected by 
the hard times than any other interests in 
the country, and Chicage has enjoyed the 
benefit of their comparative prosperity. _. 

If the jobbing trade is to give way in a 
large degree in the future to direct dealings 
between the manufacturers and the retail 
men, then Chicago will maintain the same 
advantages under the new order of things. 
This change will be slow and gradual, but 
the manufacturing enterprise of this city 
will keep in advance of it. From an article 
in the last number of the Western Manu/fac- 
turer we recall some astonishing instances of 
the growth the city has already made as a 
manufacturing centre. Of the ten Breasemen 
steel works in the United States, two are 
located in Chicago, and of the 291,000 tens 
Bessemer steel rails made in the country last 
year, 85,000 tons, or nearly one-third of the 
entire amount, were made in Chicago. The 
iron industries have 200 establishments, em- 
ploy 10,000 workmen, and manufacture to 
the amount of $35,000,000 annually. The 
planing-mills employ 4,000 laborers, and 
manufacture to the value of $10,000,000 an- 
nually. There are 75 furniture factories 
that employ 3,000 skilled workmen, 
and make $6,000,000 worth of furni- 
ture annually. Chicago is said to 
take the lead of every other city in the Union 
in the manufacture of clothing, has the 
largest single factory in America, counts 
more than 25 establishments in all, and pro- 
duces $10,000,000 worth of clothing a year. 
There are as many boot and shoe factories, 
which produce $3,500,000 worth of these ar- 
ticles annually ; in one branch of this indus- 
try Chicago is already in advance of the old 
New England boot and shoe factory towns, 
and this has an important auxiliary in the 
production of leather, which amounts to 
about as much more per year, and which has 
gained the reputation of being the best in

GEN. M. JEFF THOMPSON. 

The Missouri papers contain long obituary 
noticesof Gen. M. Jury Tuompson, who died re- 
cently at St. Joseph. He was born at Harper’s 
Ferry, Va., Jan. 22, 1826. He commenced active 
life as clerk in a Philadelphia store. In 1846 he 
settled in Liberty, Mo., and shortly after went to 
St. Joseph. In 1850 he went witha surveying 
party on the line of the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
Railroad and remained until the road was com- 
pleted, in 1856. He then returned to St. Joseph 
and was appointed City Engineer. In 1859 he 
was elected Mayor of the city, and at the close 
of his term went into the real-estate 
in which he remained until the outbreak of the 
War, when he went South and was made Briga- 
dier-General of the Missouri State Guards. In 
1862 he was captured and kept a prisoner over a 
year at Fort Delaware. He was afterward sent 
to Charleston, where he was exchanged. He im- 
mediately took charge of his old brigade, but was 
afterward transferred to SunLax's brigade. He 
was the last Confederate General to surrender 
west of the Mississippi. After the close of the 
War he went to Memphis and engaged in the 
commission business, and then went to New 


Orleans, where he was made Chief Engineer by 


Gov. Warsorag, in 1867,—a position which he 


held up to the time of his death. During the 
War he was famous for his proclamations, of 
which the following is a good specimen:

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active on Saturday, with a general advance in 
prices, some of them being quite exeited. The 
weather was a leading cause of the rise in grain, 
either proximate or remote. It was again dull and 
murky, with threats of more rain, and the damp, 
atmospheric conditions of the past week are - 
derstood to have been general, and to have inter- 
fered materially with the threshing of grain, es- 
pecially wheat and oats, so that the receipts of new 
grain will probably fall off very much im conse- 
quence, The trading all round was chiefly local, 
and mostly limited to the filling of shorts, there 
being less doing for shipment than usual, though a 
moderate demand for that purpose occurred in 


tone, and freights were firmer. 

There were few new features in the dry-goods 
market and none of importance, Trade in most 
departments was fairly active, and the tenor of 
prices wae again unqualifiedly firm. Groceries 
met with a liberal demand from the country trade. 
The attendance of buyers was not very large, but 
the mail-order business was of generous propor- 
tions, and jobbers apparently were satisfied with 
the amount of sales accomplished. Previous prices 
were fully maintained all around, and the general 
market presented 8 firm, healthy tone. In the 
dried-fruit market there was a lack activity. 
There was some demand for raisins, cur- 
rants, and prunes but beyond that com- 
paratively little trading was done, and values are, 
to a great extent, nominal. Jobbers of fish re. 
ported a quiet and nominally steady market. But- 
ter was again quoted active and firm. There was 
a fair inquiry for cheese at previous figures. In 
prices of oile the only change noted was an ad- 
vance in extra lard of 2c. Bagging, leather, paints, 
and colors were unchanged. 

A larger fleet was offered at the lumber sale 
docks, and the market was fairly active for Satur- 
day, and steady. At the yards e was moderate, 
having slackened during the week, owing to 
the disagreeable weather, which has had a similar 
effect on business in the interior. The outlook for 
the fall is promising. The stocks at the yards are 
rather large, but country dealers are believed to 
be carrying moderate stocks as a rule, and as 
soon as the weather permits a free marketing 
of grain, they will doubtless have a lively 
trade, which will soon compel them to seek 
the market for supplies. Prices are steady. 

The wool market remains firm, and tub wools 
are quoted better. Trade is fair, and stocks small, 
and firmly held. Broom-corn is easy, owing to 
anticipated free receipts of new, Hides were firm, 
and hay, salt, and hops unchanged. Timothy seed 
was rather slow and easier, and other seeds in 
light request and steady. Green fruits were more 
plentiful, and in good request. 

Lake freights were quiet and firm at the advance 
of the previous day, at 2c for corn, and 2c for 
wheat, to Buffalo. Rail freights were quiet, with- 
out change in quotations, agents asking 20c to 
New York, 180 to Philadelphia, 17\c to Baltimore, 
and 25c to Boston, per 100 Bs, and being willing 
to take considerably less.
